JAPANESE KIND TO GERMANS 


Prisoners Well Cared For and Res- 
idents. Protected. 


There is little, if any, anti-German 
sentiment among the Japanese people, 
and the German prisoners captured 
when Tsing-tau fejl are being cared for 
with kindness and consideration, accord- 
ing to a letter made public lest night 
by the German Information Service. The 
letter was written by a German elec- 
trical engineer in Tokio to his home 


- | office in Berlin. 


“ A few days ago,’” he writes, “ the 
first transport of German prisoners ar- 
rived in Japan, consisting of ‘sixty-five 
men. They have been quartered in the

Poles Declared to Have Denounced 
Their Jewish Neighbors First to 
Germans Then to Russians.

Dr. Shmaryah Levin, the noted Zionist 
leader and member of the first Russian 
Duma, in an article contributed for The 
Warheit, a Jewish daily newspaper’ of 
this city, reveals shocking details of 
massacres of Jews in Poland as a result 
of the treachery and duplicity of the 
Poles, who caused. the most flagrant 
falsehoods to be circulated impugning 
the loyalty of the Jews. Dr. Levin as- 
serts that. no fewer than a thousand 
Jews were massacred and hasnged in 
various cities and townships of the in- 
vaded section of Poland either by the 
Poles themselves: or by the Cossacks 
acting on the provocation of the Poles. 

The article begins with the entrance of 
the German Army into Kalish, when the 
Poles began:a campaign of : malicious 
slander, insinuating that there was an 
element of the population. which was 
not trustworthy’ and allowing the im- 
“pression to go foth that this element 
was constituted mainly by Jews. As a 
result the Germans at first treated the 
Jgws very rigorously. Soon, however, 
they discoveréd that these denunciations’ 
were groundless. 

When Kalish and other Polish cities 
were retaken by the Russians, the Poles 
told the soldi¢rs that the Jewish com- 
munity had helped the Germans in their 
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invasion. | The Russian officials and 
Cossacks thereupon declared. all Jews 
to be traitors and. outside of all legal 
protection. Court ‘martials that were 


mere mo-keries were held in some in- 
stances in order to give the wholesale 
massacro that follqwedia semblance of 
military executions. : 

Soon in. the surrounding: inventii the 
bodies.’ of Jews -were dangling from 
many trees and they were left there for 
days. and weeks.

|COX OFFERS A NEW THEORY 


i Thinks Jt Is Because Companies Do | ov 


‘Not Solicit Women, but Insure 
‘Only Those Who Apply. 


The longevity of''women in general is 
greater than that of men. The longév- 
ity of insured women is less than that 
of ‘mén. These points.,weére:’ brought 
out in an address: by Herbert, C, Cox, 
President of the Canada Life Insur- 
ance Company, at the annual meeting 
of. Life’ Insurance Presidents. Mr. Cox 
urged the need of iife insurance : for 
women, especially in view of their pres- 
ent «participation in’ business and in¢ 
dustrial -pursuits, 

The question of the ouidties longevity 
of women has been a puzzling one since 
1661, when Graunt  diseovered that in 
the City of London there was a pre-| 
ponderance of males over females, but 
that the females outlived the males, in 
spite of the fact;* which had. come under 
his observation, that‘ physicians have 
two women patients to one man, yet 
more. men die than women.” He was, 
however, speaking only generally, .and 
came to no positive ‘conclusion. 

In. 1693 Dr, Halley, in” constructing 
the Breslau’ table of. mortality, had not 
discovered the superior longevity of wo- 
men, and it was. not until. 1742 that 
Kerssehoom, in. his investigations into 
the mortality of the Dutch annuitants, 
took special note of that among females, 
and his data established the fact of 
their greater longevity. 

Gave 

This information, together with fur- 
ther. proofs supplied..in 1746 .by De- 
parcieux, an investigator of the French 
Tontines, was turned to advantage by 
the Dutch, who, when: subscribing. to 
a'.scheme of English exchequer life 
annuities, nominated: girls instead of 
boys, thus obtaining the benefit of the 
more: favorable mortality. 

Up to 1843 the confidence engendered 
by these discoveries had resulted in, the 
life ‘insurance companies offering lower 
rates to women, which proved to be a 
sorry miscalculation, for in that year 
the tabulated experience of seventeen 

British offices demonstrated. that the 

longevity of women failed ‘to 
assert itself whon insured women were 
under . observation. 

The general experience from that time 
was that the insured female «presented 
a' doubtful aspect,:and the unfavorable 
mortality gave rise to the suspicion that 
the offices had been Fm deceived by 
the woman applican who, it was ‘as- 
sérted, could not have disclosed their 
true earece condition to the éxamin- 
ing Rs hysicians: An excessive death rate 
pag e first five years of ‘risk seemed 
©: bear.out this conténtion, but no spe- 
cific: case of fraud could be discovered. 

Many suggestions were offered in: ex- 
planation of this reversal of the former 

case for women a ted tha insurable risks, 
it-even being mooted that they. were sub- 
consciously warned of the approach. of 
disease while they were still in a perfect 
state of health, and,. thus impelled by. 
instinct, they applied for insurance. 

Males Made the Standard, 
‘ In 1861, the compilation of. the well- 
known, Combined’ Experiencce Table of 
Mortality léd to: the conclusion that the 
greatest reliance could be placed upon a 
table which was based upon observation 
of. male lives exclusively; ‘as the mor- 
tality among insured females had heen 
clearly shown to be higher. than’ among 
fnsured males. ‘The recent investigation 
made by the Actuarial Society of Amer- 
ica still‘ further confirmed this finding, 
although the s pperior longevity of wo- 

me en in general till, unquestioned.

‘restrictions. ‘These restrictions, which 
are a part of the imperial proclamation 
defining “the status of German and 
Austro-Hungarian citizens and finms“lo- 
cated in. British territory, establish, 


Mr. Anderson says, the following prin- 


ciple: 

“ Trading with the enemy, prohibited 
by law in Great Britain, does not in- 
clude enemy nationals ~ domiciled in 
British territory or the territory of the 
Aliiés or of neutrals. Where, therefore, 
an enemy national is permitted to re- 
side in British. territory during the war 
and ‘where his business is of local con- 
nection only, there is nothing in British 
law or British regulation to prevent him 
doing business as any other resident of 
such territory, nor’is there anything to 
prevent British nationals anywhere from 
doing business with such enemy national 
in a neutral country.” 

*“* Most of the large German concerns, 
however,’ continues Mr. Anderson, “ are 
either: Hongkong branches of concerns 
domiciled in Germany. or Hongkong con- 
cerns with German branches. It is evi- 
dent that if trading were permitted with- 
out restriction the partners in these 
houses in Germany would share the 
benefits of Hongkong trading; and would 
therefore, make such ing come 
within the, law against ‘trading with 
the enemy.’ 

“To avoid this the Hongkon py. Ponti 
nance just passed provides that 
and Austro-Hungarian firms in Hong- 
kong with German or Austrian branches 
or parent houses may continue to do 
b ess if they so reorganize as to se 
arate their Hongkong business from t 6 
German:or Austrian house and also if 
they pay all-money received in trading 
and 6 all remittances through: Brit- 
ish banks in Hongkong. 

‘“Most of the German and Austrian 
houses in Hongkong, therefore, are re- 
organizing and preparing to do business 
as usual, changing the original name 
enough to indicate that the firm is trad- 
ing as a séparate concern but at the 
same time not enough to destroy its 
good will and credit.
